To the north-west of the city lies a great 
| wedge of territory bounded on the east by the 
E.D. and B.C. railway and on the south by the 
White Court line of the C.N.R. It includes a part 
of the watershed of the Athabasea river and tribu- 
tary streams This section was settled upwards 
of twenty’ years ago, in the expectation that it 
would soon be opened up by railways. The coun- 
try was brushy but fertile, and the rainfall and 
climatic conditions favorable 
there was a matter of hard work and hardship, 
the investment of a considerable

The ‘pioneers made good, They cleared 
their holdings and turned a wilderness of scrub 

into productive farms. 

But the railway failed to arrive. It has not 
varrived yet. It is not under construction, nor

People have been leaving the district. Where 
there were formerly six hundred farmers there 
are now three hundred and fifty. And those who 
remain are asking themselves whether they had 
not better pull up stakes and migrate too.

The settlers are too far from a railway to 
farm ata profit. Even a town man can under- 
stand that with products at present prices a sixty- 
mile road haul eats up all the margin on a crop 
of oats, or even of wheat.
